Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  1933,  which 
is  the  14th  one  for  which  1 am  responsible,  and  the  sixty-first  in  the 
series  started  in  1873  by  my  predecessors. 

Vital  Statistics  : A falling  birth-rate,  the  lowest  recorded  in 
the  town,  a slightly  increased  death-rate,  and  a low  infantile  mortality 
— 10  below  that  for  England  and  Wales  and  below  the  average  for  the 
last  10  years — are  the  outstanding  features  of  the  vital  statistics. 

A contributing  cause  to  the  high  death-rate  was  the  prevalence  of 
influenza  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  and  it  will  be  noted  in 
the  tables  that  the  month  of  January  showed  a very  high  death-rate 
and  a very  high  infantile  mortality.  Amongst  the  individual  causes 
of  death,  heart  disease,  cancer  and  bronchitis  were  more  fatal  during 
the  year  than  other  diseases,  and  it  should  be  noted  that  more  deaths 
occurred  in  the  age  group  “lo  years  and  upwards"  during  1933  than 
in  any  other  age  group. 

The  Incidence  of  Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  : The 
incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  much  below  that  for  England  and 
Wales,  being  1.41  per  thousand  in  the  Borough  as  compared  with 
3.21  per  thousand  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

The  diminished  prevalence  of  Diphtheria  is  a source  of  satisfaction 
in  view  of  the  efforts  of  the  Authority  to  protect  the  child  population 
from  infection.  In  the  Borough  the  incidence  was  equal  to  0.09  per 
thousand  of  the  population  as  compared  with  1.18  per  thousand  in 
England  and  Wales. 

I have  had  printed  in  the  I'eport  the  special  one  submitted  to  the 
Committee  on  Pulmonary  and  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  and  the 
conclusions  therein  outlined  still  call  for  careful  consideration. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  : It  will  be  noted  in  this  section 
that  the  chief  causes  of  death  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  were 
prematurity,  broncho  - pneumonia  and  congenital  defects.  The 
Maternal  mortality  was  very  low  in  1933,  as  the  following  table  shows  : 
First  10  years  . . 4.54  per  1,000  live  births 

Second  10  years . . 3.36  do.  do.

The  local  schemes  dealing  with  the  treatment  of  complicated 
maternity  cases  and  orthoptedic  defects  are  made  use  of  by  the  public 
with  marked  benefit. 

Local  economic  conditions  were  such  during  the  year  that  high 
demands  were  made  on  the  milk  scheme  of  the  Committee.  It  is 
several  years  since  so  many  persons  were  found  to  require  milk  at 
a reduced  price  as  during  1933. 


riie  Sanitary  Services  under  the  supervision  of  your  three  In- 
spectors have  been  well  maintained. 

Food  Inspection  : The  extent  of  the  continuous  systematic  super- 
vision given  by  your  staff  is  shown  by  the  number  of  samples  taken 
and  the  work  recorded.  It  is  disquieting  to  hnd  the  extent  to  which 
certain  brands  of  sardines  were  found  to  be  contaminated  with  lead. 

Housing  : The  staff  in  the  department  was  increased  during  the 
year  to  enable  the  additional  work  called  for  under  the  Housing  Acts 
to  be  efficiently  carried  out. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act  : To  prepare  for  the  new  duties 
imposed  on  the  Authority  under  this  Act,  the  necessary  licensing  of 
slaughtermen  was  dealt  with  at  the  end  of  the  year,  'and  licences 
thus  made  available  for  their  use  from  the  1st  January,  1934. 

Port  Sanitary  Work  : The  Port  Sanitary  Regulations  of  1933, 
which  came  into  effect  in  May  last,  involved  rearrangement  of  duties 
and  administrative  procedure.  Your  staff  have  derived  much  assist- 
ance in  organising  this  new  work  from  the  Authority’s  membership  of 
the  i\ssociation  of  Port  Sanitary  Authorities  In  this  section,  it  will 
be  noted  that  marked  reduction  has  taken  place  in  the  food  imports 
through  Dover. 

School  Medical  Service  : Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a review 
of  the  hygienic  condition  of  the  school  buildings  under  the  Authority 
was  begun,  and  is  being  continued.  Information  will  be  available  in 
the  1934  report. 

In  conclusion,  I would  thank  each  member  of  the  Public  Health 
staff  for  their  assistance  during  the  year. 

Ladies  and  gentlemen,  your  Medical  Officer  values  your  courteous 
consideration  of  the  many  problems  he  has  had  to  present  to  you  in 
the  course  of  the  twelve  months,  and  the  assistance  you  have  given 
him  in  his  work.

The  following  special  report  was  submitted  during  the  year 
by  your  Medical  Officer,  in  regard  to  pulmonary  and  other  forms 
of  Tuberculosis  : — 

“ As  the  Committee  wished  for  detailed  information  in  regard 
to  the  death-rate  from  Tuberculosis  (pulmonary  and  other  forms) 
in  the  Borough,  I have  had  the  statistics  over  a period  of  years 
analysed,  and  give  in  tabular  form  the  results  in  comparison 
with  the  corresponding  figures  for  England  and  Wales  and  the 
County  of  Kent  :

'Phis  information  affords  much  scope  for  careful  thought  as 
to  the  significance  of  the  results,  and  I submit  the  following 
conclusions  : — 

(i)  With  regard  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  : 

(a)  It  is  disappointing  to  find  that  the  local  incidence  of 
the  disease  has  not  decreased  in  anything  like  the  same  propor- 
tion during  the  last  ten  years  as  occurred  in  the  country  generally 
and  in  the  County.  It  is  seen  that  the  decrease  in  England  and 
Wales  was  almost  three  times  as  great  as  the  Dover  decrease. 


(b)  Bearing  on  this  aspect  of  the  matter  are  facts  shown  in 
the  annual  report  for  1932  of  the  cases  of  the  disease  on  the 
notification  register  :

Until  all  notified  cases  which  are  actively  infectious  have  a 
separate  bedroom  to  sleep  in,  or  at  least  a separate  bed,  there 
will  be  too  much  exposure  to  bedroom  infection.  I have  no 
comparative  figures  available  bearing  on  this  aspect  of  the 
problem. 

(c)  One  is  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  there  must  be 
decreased  power  of  resistance  to  the  disease  in  many  families 
where  multiple  cases  occur.  Poverty,  with  its  resulting  over- 
crowding, especially  at  night,  favours  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

(ii)  In  regard  to  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis  : 

(a)  Here  it  is  a source  of  pleasure  to  note  how  favourable 
the  local  incidence  has  been.  The  percentage  rate  of  decrease 
in  the  town  has  kept  pace  with  that  for  England  and  Wales, 
and  is  7%  better  than  the  County  incidence.  It  will  be  noted 
that  the  County  mortality  rate  is  lower  than  the  Borough  rate. 

(b)  It  is  seen  from  the  rates  quoted  that,  during  and  just 
after  the  war  period,  the  Dover  rate  was  higher  than  that  for 
the  country  or  the  County. 

(c)  As  other  forms  of  tuberculosis  occur  largely  amongst 
children,  and  the  infecting  organism  is  chiefly  conveyed  by  milk, 
the  results  shown  indicate  that  the  work  clone  by  the  Council 
since  1915  in  providing  dried  milk,  and  then  fresh  milk  from 
tuberculin  tested  herds,  has  undoubtedly  contributed  to  the 
local  improvement. 

One  must  also  acknowledge  the  help  given  by  the  milk  trade 
generally  in  placing  so  much  pasteurised  milk  on  the  market.” 

G.  Smallpox  Hospital  : One  case  of  Variola  Minor  was  admitted 
for  treatment  in  January,  and  isolated  for  21  days.  The  patient 
was  a girl,  aged  16,  unvaccinated.  There  were  four  contacts  in 
the  house,  nine  at  work,  and  four  as  visitors  to  the  home.  The 
necessary  vaccinations  and  re-vaccinations  were  carried  out  by 
the  Public  Vaccinators,  and  in  the  Department  by  your  Medical 
Staff.  There  was  no  further  extension  of  the  infection.

Routine  Procedure  : The  Clayton  fumigating  machine, 
with  services  of  ratcatcher,  was  hired  by  the  Military  Authorities 
and  used  by  them  at  the  Citadel  and  Dover  Castle  under  the 
Inspector’s  supervision  during  Rat  Week.”  This  work  is 
undoubtedly  of  great  value  to  the  town  as  it  is  from  these  out- 
lying districts  that  rats  enter  the  Borough. 

The  presence  of  rats  brought  to  light  a number  of  drainage 
defects  which  were  remedied,  thus  curtailing  the  activities  of  the 
rodents  and  reducing  their  breeding  grounds. 

In  the  Borough  an  infested  bank  and  some  old  farm  buildings 
were  dealt  with  by  the  Clayton  machine  with  very  satisfactory 
results. 

The  sewer  manholes  in  the  western  district  were  treated  with 
an  arsenic  mixture,  and,  judging  by  the  bait  taken,  some 
hundreds  of  the  rodents  must  have  been  killed. 

Owing  to  the  system  of  controlled  tipping  in  force  at  the 
Corporation  Laystall,  no  action  was  necessary  there. 

Barium  biscuits  and  birdlime  to  the  value  of  I9s.  Id.  were 
sold  to  the  public,  and  £3  Os.  7d.  was  received  for  the  hire  of 
the  Clayton  machine  and  the  services  of  the  ratcatcher. 

Advice  and  assistance  were  given  where  necessary.

As  the  Grant  which  the  Authority  receives  for  the  building 
of  these  new  houses  is  fixed  by  the  Minister  of  Health  on  the 
number  of  persons  in  occupation  at  the  time  of  the  Public 
Inquiry  for  each  Order  submitted,  the  Committee  will  appreciate 
that  the  population  shown  for  your  1933  proposals  is  the  only 
one  fixed  at  present.  For  the  other  five  years,  the  populations 
given  are  those  in  the  areas  concerned  at  present,  and  as  each 
year’s  proposals  are  submitted  in  detail  later,  the  population 
then  found  may  vary  from  these  figures,  and  they  will  be  the 
ones  on  which  your  grant  will  be  fixed. 

9.  The  Committee  will  realize  that  with  the  exception  of 
part  of  the  Adrian  Street  Area  proposed  to  be  dealt  with  in  1935, 
all  the  other  houses  included  in  the  subsequent  suggestions  to 
be  dealt  with  from  an  Area  point  of  view,  have  not  yet  been 
represented  to  the  Authority. 

As  there  is  little  useful  purpose  served  by  the  accumulation 
of  Representations,  I would  suggest  to  the  Committee  that  the 
detailed  inspection  of  the  houses  in  the  areas  suggested  for  action 
in  1935,  should  not  be  undertaken  until  after  the  Public  Inquiry 
into  the  orders  which  the  Council  contemplate  making  for  the 
1934  programme.  If  the  Committee  agree  with  this  principle, 
it  will  become  the  working  method  for  the  Department  under  the 
whole  scheme. 

10.  Certain  portions  of  the  old  pink  areas  submitted  in  1919 
have  been  excluded  from  this  review,  as  after  personal  inspection, 
I came  to  the  conclusion  that  revision  was  necessary. 

It  would  be  fairer  to  property  owners  and  avoid  confusion  in 
the  minds  of  the  public,  to  use  the  term  ' pink  area  ’ in  future 
strictly  within  the  meaning  of  the  Housing  Acts  Regulations, 
1932.  An  area  only  becomes  a ‘pink  area’  when  the  Town 
Council  have  declared  by  resolution  that  it  is  a ‘ clearance  area.’ 

If  other  groups  of  houses  outside  the  areas  mentioned  in  the 
schedule  attached,  are  found  after  detailed  inspection  of  each 
one  to  require  representation  as  an  area,  your  officers  will  report 
on  the  facts  in  each  case. 

11.  Improvement  Areas.  It  is  probable  that  in  the  areas 
marked  for  improvement,  some  of  the  houses  to  be  improved 
may  be  suitable  for  multiple  occupation  under  the  bye-laws 
which  will  be  required  for  these  areas.  Till  detailed  house 
inspections  show  how  far  this  is  practicable,  one  can  only  take 
as  a working  standard  the  principle  of  one  house.,  one  family. 
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12.  In  conclusion,  I would  mention  that  in  deciding  on  the 
order  in  which  I have  placed  the  various  areas,  I have  been 
guided  by  the  results  of  my  observation  and  knowledge  of  the 
areas,  after  taking  into  account  all  the  facts  prepared  for  me 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors."

(6)  Experience  of  working  of  Art.  16  : No  need  arose  locally 

in  1933  for  action  under  this  Article — i.e.,  restriction 
on  persons  leaving  or  boarding  ship. 

(7)  What,  if  any,  arrangements  have  been  made  for — 

(a)  Premises  and  Waiting-rooms  for  Medical  Examina- 

tion : These  are  available  at  the  Marine 
Station,  Admiralty  Pier,  and  the  Dockyard, 
Eastern  Arm. 

(b)  Cleansing  and  Disinfection  of  Ships,  Persons  and 

Clothing,  and  other  articles  : Infected  quarters 
are  disinfected  with  formalin  spray,  and  bed- 
ding and  clothing  removed  to  the  isolation 
hospital  for  steam  disinfection.  A cleansing 
station  is  provided  at  the  isolation  hospital, 
and  cases  are  dealt  with  as  they  arise.  No 
need  for  action  occurred  in  1933. 

(c)  Premises  for  the  temporary  accommodation  of 

Persons  under  the  Regulations  : Provision  is 
made  at  the  isolation  hospital  for  such  accom- 
modation. 

(d)  Hospital  accommodation  available  for  Plague, 

Cholera,  Yellow  Fever,  Smallpox,  and  other 
infectious  diseases  : At  the  isolation  hospital, 
or  the  smallpox  hospital  at  Poulton  as  occasion 
arises.  The  accommodation  at  these  institu- 
tions is  adequate  for  probable  emergencies. 
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(e)  Ambulance  Transport  : The  motor  ambulance 

from  the  isolation  hospital  is  used  for  this  pur- 
pose. 1 his  provision  was  augmented  during 
1933  by  the  purchase  of  a motor  van  by  the 
Corporation,  for  the  conveyance  of  bedding  and 
clothing  needing  disinfection  from  town  and 
port.  Ihe  provision  of  a second  ambulance  is 
contemplated  in  connection  with  the  projected 
scheme  for  the  extension  of  Poulton  Smallpox 
Hospital. 

(f)  Supervision  of  Contacts  : The  necessary  organisa- 

tion has  been  arranged  under  Art.  16  of  the 
Regulations. 

(8)  Arrangements  for  the  bacteriological  or  pathological 

examination  of  rats  for  Plague  : Rats  from  “ infected" 
or  ''  suspected  " ships  are  sent  to  the  laboratory  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health  as  occasion  arises.  No  need 
arose  in  1933. 

(9)  Arrangements  for  other  bacteriological  or  pathological 

examinations  : Specimens  are  examined  at  the  County 
Laboratory,  Maidstone,  when  necessary.  No  speci- 
mens were  dealt  with  in  1933. 

( 10)  Arrangements  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  venereal 
disease  amongst  sailors  under  international  arrange- 
ments : Inquiries  are  made  of  the  master  of  each 
ship,  and  cases  reported  are  informed  of  the  local 
arrangements  and  dates  when  treatment  can  be 
obtained  at  the  V.D.  Clinic. 

(11)  Arrangements  for  the  interment  of  dead  : A new, 

adequately  equipped  mortuary  was  provided  by  the 
Local  Authority,  and  opened  in  1933.  It  is  con- 
veniently situated  and  available  for  port  cases.  Inter- 
ments would  take  place  in  the  local  burial  grounds  if 
occasion  arose. 

(12)  Other  matters  : The  necessary  local  organisation  for 
giving  effect  to  the  Regulations  has  been  carefully 
arranged,  and  a complete  series  of  forms  prepared, 
covering  the  various  new  requirements.

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5.  Measures  against  Rodents  : 

(1)  Steps  taken  for  detection  of  rodent  plague  : 

(a)  In  Ships  in  the  Port  : Ships  entering  the  port  are 

periodically  inspected  for  the  presence  of  rats,  and 
any  dead  rats  found  under  doubtful  circumstances 
would  be  sent  for  bacteriological  examination.  Very 
few  vessels  from  infected  ports  enter  Dover  Harbour. 
They  simply  call  at  the  port  for  landing  sick  persons, 
and  proceed  on  their  journies  at  once. 

(b)  On  Quays,  Wharves  and  Warehouses,  etc.,  in 

VICINITY  OF  THE  PoRT  ! Periodical  inspections  are 
made,  and  when  it  appears  necessary,  any  dead  rats 
that  may  be  found  on  quays  or  in  warehouses,  etc., 
are  sent  for  bacteriological  examination. 

(2)  Measures  taken  to  prevent  the  passage  of  rats  between 

Ships  and  the  Shore  : Rat  guards  are  provided  by  the 
Authority  for  use  when  required. 

(3)  Methods  of  deratisation  of  : — 

(a)  (i)  Ships  : Methods  of  poisoning  adopted  by  the 

Southern  Railway  Company  have  proved  successful 
in  keeping  the  cross-Channel  boats  (of  which  the 
traffic  of  the  port  chiefly  consists)  free  from  rats, 
as  none  were  caught  on  these  boats  during  the 
year.  The  short,  cross-Channel  journeys,  and  the 
frequency  with  which  cargoes  are  discharged,  tend 
to  curtail  the  possibility  of  rats  breeding  on  board 
these  boats.  The  routine  half-yearly  inspections 
under  the  Port  Sanitary  Regulations  by  the  Port 
Sanitary  Staff  are  successful  in  correcting  and  check- 
ing rat  harbourage. 

(ii)  Dover  was  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Health  as  a 
port  for  the  issue  of  Deratisation  and  Deratisation 
Exemption  Certificates,  as  from  the  8th  May,  1930. 
The  Public  Health  (Deratisation  of  Ships)  Regula- 
tions, 1929,  have  been  superseded  by  the  Port  Sani- 
tary Regulations,  1933,  and  the  work  is  now  carried 
out  under  the  latter.  During  1933,  31  vessels  were 
subjected  to  full  rat-searching  inspection,  a Deratisa- 
tion Exemption  Certificate  being  issued  in  each  case. 
Twenty-four  of  these  vessels  v/ere  on  the  cross- 
Channel  services. 

(b)  Premises  in  Vicinity  of  Docks  and  Quays  : The  local 

warehouses  are  used  for  grain  storage,  and  these  are 
rat-proofed,  and  cats  kept  by  the  firms  concerned, 
to  destroy  any  rats  that  may  gain  access.  A 
Clayton  fumigating  machine  is  available  in  the 
department,  and  is  used  at  the  port  when  special 
circumstances  require  its  emplo\Tnent.  The 
Southern  Railway  deal  with  rats  on  their  premises 
at  the  port,  a travelling  party  visiting  at  intervals 
and  using  the  Cyanogas  process  where  necessary. 
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The  Eastern  Dockyard  was  visited  at 
intervals  and  found  to  be  almost  clear  of  rats,  there 
being  no  food  to  attract  them  during  the  year. 


(4)  Measures  taken  for  detection  of  rat  prevalence  in  Ships 
and  on  Shore :

8.  Parrots  (Prohibition  of  Import)  Regulations,  1930  : During 
1933,  12  notices  of  prohibition  were  issued  by  the  Port  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  In  seven  instances  the  birds  were  destroyed 
at  this  port  ; in  three  cases  the  birds  concerned  were  re-exported  ; 
and  in  the  remaining  two  instances  the  birds  were  allowed  to 
proceed,  on  the  Authority  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

By  the  continued  co-operation  of  the  Southern  Railway  Com- 
pany, passengers  were,  in  general,  warned  before  embarking  at 
the  French  and  Belgian  ports  with  parrots,  and  in  this  way . 
disappointment  to  passengers  on  arrival  at  British  ports  was 
minimised  as  much  as  possible. 

When  it  is  necessary  to  destroy  birds,  this  is  carried  out  in 
the  lethal  chamber  loaned  to  the  Authority  by  the  National 
Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals. 
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9.  Aliens*  Order,  1919-20 : The  arrangements  locally  are 
carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  Instructions  to  Medical  In- 
spectors issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  passenger  and  motor-car  carrying  services  between 
Calais  and  Admiralty  Pier  and  the  Eastern  Arm  in  Dover 
Harbour  again  ran  for  six  months  during  1933.  The  passenger 
seaplane  service  between  Dover  and  Calais  also  operated 
during  the  summer  season. 

The  arrangements  for  medical  inspection  of  Aliens  described 
in  previous  reports  were  again  varied  by  the  addition  of  a part- 
time  Medical  Inspector  and  a part-time  nurse  to  assist  in  the 
work.

A number  of  home  and  school  contacts  were  swabbed,  and 
positive  “ carriers  ” were  excluded  from  school.  In  all,  30

B.  D'lphtheriae. 


Immunisation  against  Diphtheria 

As  described  in  the  report  for  1932,  original  consent  forms 
were  received  from  parents  in  regard  to  1,664  children,  between 
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December,  1930,  and  December,  1932,  and  of  these  1,485  children 
attended  the  Immunisation  Clinic.  Of  this  number — 

391  proved  immune  on  primary  Schick  Test. 

731  completed  the  immunising  course. 

298  failed  to  complete  the  course. 

51  required  immunising,  but  failed  to  report. 

14  underwent  primary  Schick  Test  but  failed  to  report 
subsequently. 
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At  a function  arranged  at  the  Town  Hall  on  the  27th  October, 
1933,  the  Mayor  presented  certificates  in  regard  to  the  391  children 
who  were  found  to  be  naturally  immune  to  Diphtheria  and  the 
731  children  who  completed  the  course  of  immunisation,  the 
certificates  recording  the  appropriate  facts.  It  was  felt  that  the 
issue  of  these  certificates  would  be  of  value  in  recording  the  fact 
of  immunity  to  the  disease,  and  that  the  function  would  serve 
to  stimulate  more  parents  to  avail  themselves  of  the  benefits  of 
this  scheme.  The  first  large  batch  of  subjects  is  thus  completed. 

A second  list  was  opened  from  the  date  of  the  presentation, 
and  up  to  the  31st  December,  1933,  consent  forms  had  been 
received  in  regard  to  208  children.  The  special  clinic  was  recom- 
menced on  the  6th  November,  and  Dr.  Nicholl  has  prepared  the 
following  statement  of  the  work  carried  out  from  then  until  the 
close  of  1933  : — ■

(c)  During  the  year,  5,817  children  between  the  ages  of 
5 and  14  inclusive  have  been  inspected,  and  in  addition  109 
specials,  making  a total  of  5,926.  Also,  4,700  have  been  re- 
inspected— a grand  total  of  10,626.  All  School  Departments 
have  been  inspected  twice. 

There  were  2,939  attendances  for  treatment  at  the  Clinic.

Cleansing  Station. 

(a)  Pediculosis  : In  one  instance  it  was  necessary  to 
issue  a twenty-four  hour  notice  to  parents  in  connection  with  the 
verminous  condition  of  a child.  Cleansing  was  carried  out  at 
the  School  Clinic,  but  no  legal  proceedings  were  taken  during 
the  year. 

(b)  Scabies  : The  arrangements  for  treatment  of  children 
suffering  from  scabies  were  continued.  Should  multiple  cases 
be  discovered  in  families,  all  those  infected — where  willing — • 
W'Ould  be  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment,  until 
the  necessary  disinfection  had  been  carried  out  at  the  home. 
During  1933,  only  one  case  was  treated  at  the  School  Clinic 
section  of  the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital,  and  it  was  not  found 
necessary  to  admit  any  school  child  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
for  any  longer  period  of  treatment. 

Orthopedic  Treatment  : (a)  Full  use  was  made  of  the
